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SJjice the program for an increase in production has not been suc- 
cessful, Heinrich Rau was asked by SMA Karlshorst to exercise 
personal supervision over the Ministries of Economics of the 
various state governments. Rau, with the approval of SMA

offers® is liable to heavy punishment. Additional inspectors, 
consisting exclusively of specialists and reliable SEP members, 
wsfe assigned to the state governments.
